Prayer Is Asking 


“Ask, and it shall be given you.’—Matt. 7:7. 

“For everyone that asketh receiveth.’—Matt. 7:8. 

“Ask, and ye shall receive.”’—John 16 :24. 

“Ye have not, because ye ask not.’—James 4:2. 

“How much more shall your Father whieh is in heaven 
give good things to them that ask him?”—Matt.

Although surrounded much of 
the time by a wife, six daughters, 
and a number of secretaries, I am 
continually astonished at the ways 
of women, When I was first mar- 
ried, my wife and a young lady 
friend insisted on going “window- 
shopping.”’ Since I was broke I 
felt a great deal of unease about 
the proposal, until I learned that 
they did not plan to buy anything; 
they were merely going to “shop.” 
And gradually I learned that a 
woman can shop half of a day 
without really expecting to bring 


| anything home! 


And so it is that people often 
“oray.” They “pray and pray,’ but 
do not get anything; indeed, they 
do not expect to get anything. 
That is not the reason they “pray.” 
But they call it praying, really 
d4t is not real prayer that does not 
come with a definite petition, ask- 
ing something from God. 


My wife and daughters do not 
see how I get any fun out of buy- 
ing shoes. I walk into a certain 
chain shoe store and order a 
certain conservative last, Jow-quar- 
ter shoe in black calf, size ten, like 
others I have worn before, and 
pay $3.60, have my old shoes wrap- 


, ped up, and walk out. The whole 


transaction takes about ten min- 
utes. I go after shoes of a certain 
kind, and get them, and go home.

{ buy. And that is what prayer is. 
‘Prayer is asking something defi- 
nitely from God. 

Notice again the Scriptures at 
the head of this chapter. Matthew

“Ask, and it shall be given you;

every one that asketh receiveth;: 
and he that seeketh findeth; and

Prayer, then, is asking. Or, 1n 
other words, it is seeking and 
knocking. One who prays is ex- 
pecting to receive. One who knocks 
expecting something opened. 
One who seeks is” expecting 
to find something. That is what 
the Bible says prayer is, really: 
asking, seeking, knocking. Real 
prayer is asking for something. 

In James 4: 2, 3, the Scripture 
says: 


is 


“Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, 
and desire to have, and cannot 
obtain: ye fight and war, yet ye 


have not, because ye ask not. Ye 


ask, and receive not, because ye 
ask amiss, that we may consume 
it upon your lusts.” 


Christians have not because they 


ask not, and they have not. be- 
cause they ask amiss. That Scrip- 
ture says that it is not fighting, 
Or warring, or. desiring, or worry- 
ing; but it is asking. that gets 
things from God. PRAYER IS 
ASKING. 

There are two principal words 
in the Greek New Testament trans- 
lated ask. One is the word 
eperotao, which means to ask, to 
inquire, aS asking questions. But 
the word used about prayer is 
aiteo, which means: to ask, to 
crave, to desire, to call for, always 
meaning asking for something. I 
have just counted about thirty 
times that this word is used about 
prayer in the New Testament. And 
it is properly. translated ask, 

Modernists do not believe that 
prayer really changes things. So 
the modernist does not accept the 
plain Bible teaching that prayer is 
asking and the answer is recéiving, 
that prayer is seeking and the 
answer is finding, that prayer is 
knocking and the answer is that 
God opens the door—the Bible 
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“thou that hearest prayer’ (Psalm 
65:2) that He is “a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him’ 
(Heb. 11: 6). And since they do 
not believe the Bible doctrine that 
prayer is asking and that God 
really answers, that prayer really 
changes things; therefore modern- 
ists and unbelievers teach that 
prayer is largely a meditation and 
communion. At most the modern- 
ist believes only that prayer can do 
some good inside us, that it is a 
spiritual enjoyment. And so mod- 
ernists discourage concrete re- 
quests and call such prayer selfish. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, not- 
ed modernist, in his book, The 
Meaning of Prayer, says, 

“There are some who still think 
of prayer in terms of childish sup- 
plications to a divine Santa Claus” 
(page 22.) And again he says, 


“Many. foolish prayers are offered | 


by the well-meaning but-unintelli- 
gent with the excuse that they are 
childlike in'their simple trust... 
To pray to God as though He were 
Santa Claus is childish.” “Childish- 
ness in prayer is chiefly evidenced 
in an overweening desire to beg 
things from God, ...” (page 23). 
Then this unbeliever, who denies 
that Jesus was the Virgin-born 
One paying for our sins, denies the 
veracity of the Bible, prates about 
prayer as ‘friendship with God.’ 
To the modernist prayer is nice, 
but does not get things from God. 
Prayer does not change things. 


And many Bible believers fall 
into this snare, this doctrine that 
prayer is merely spiritual fellow- 
ship, that we do not really get 
things from God but that after 
we pray we feel stronger to get 
them for ourselves, or are perhaps 
resigned to do without them! How 
far is this from the Bible teaching 
on prayer! 

I once visited a home in Chicago 
where for purposes of exercise they 
had an “electric horse.” As a 
horseman of long experience in 
my youth I was asked to ride the 
electric horse, I got on, pressed the 
button, and presto, galloped and 
galloped, arms flapping, coat tail 
waving! The action was a fine 
imitation of the gallop of a horse. 


But it was only an imitation after | 
all, for I pressed the button, the} 
galloping stopped, and I got off} 
exactly where I got on! I had not} 


been anywhere at all! And that is 
exactly like the prayer of a mod- 
ernist, for exercise, and not to get 
things from a prayer-hearing, 
prayer-answering God! 

Prayer is not meditation, not 
adoration, not even communion in 
the ordinary sense. Prayer is 
asking God for something. 


I. Prayer Is Not Praise, 
Adoration, Meditation, Hu- 
miliation nor Confession, 
but Asking’ 

Again let me press upon your 
heart and mind that prayer is 
asking, and not anything else. 

Prayer is not praise, though 
praise is blessed. “‘Whoso offereth 
praise glorifieth me,” says the 
Lord (Psalm 50:23). “Let every- 
thing that hath breath praise the 
Lord,” says Psalm 150:6, David 
said, “Bless the Lord, O my soul: 
and all that is within me, bless his 
holy name” (Psalm 103: 1). Praise 
is blessed. It is the duty of every 
grateful heart. But we must re- 
member that praise is not prayer. 
And prayer is not praise. Prayer is 

Prayer is not adoration. -Adora- 
tion is good. We ought to adore 
Him whom the angels adore, But 
adoration is not prayer, and prayer 
is not adoration. Prayer is always 
asking. It is not anything else but 
asking. 

Prayer is not meditation. It is 


| proper to meditate day and night 


in the Word of God (Psalm 1: 2). 
Quiet devotion and meditating 
upon the Word of God and upon 
the Lord’s blessings are fine. Every 
Christian ought to take-such times 
for meditation. But remember 
that that is not prayer. The Bible 
never calls it prayer; and we sin 
against God, and misuse the Scrip- 
tures, and pervert the truth, when 
we call such things prayer. Prayer 
is not meditation. Prayer is asking. 

Humiliation is not prayer, though 


fit is certainly proper for Christians 


to humble themselves before God. 
James 4: 10 says: ‘Humble your- 
selves in the sight of the Lord, and 
he shall lift you up.” And we are 
told that “he that humbleth him- 
self shall be exalted” (Luke 18:14). 
But humiliation is not prayer. The 
Bible expressly separates them.

and pray...” So humiliation is 
one thing and prayer is another 
thing. Humiliation is preparation 
for prayer, perhaps, and humilia- 
tion is always proper in a Chris- 
tian. But humility and humiliation 
are not prayer. Prayer is asking. 

Even confession is not strictly 
prayer. It is proper for Christians 
to confess their sins, and the Bible 
many times commands it, but con- 
fession is one thing and prayer is 
another. In Daniel 9: 4, Daniel tells 
us, ‘“‘And I prayed unto the Lord 
my God, and made my confession 
oe See eS Daniel both 
prayed and made confession. If you 
will read through that long pas- 
sage which tells us of Daniel’s 
prayer and confession together, 
you will find that much of it is 
confession but that after confession 
came the brokenhearted requests 
of Daniel 9: 16-19 that God would 
turn His anger and fury away from 
Jerusalem and forgive the sins of 
His people, and restore the nation 
and the holy city Jerusalem and 
the temple. Confession is proper, 
but confession, strictly speaking, 
fis not prayer. Prayer is ASKING. 
And asking is prayer, and nothing 
else is really prayer. 


In Philippians 4: 6 the Lord 
says: “Be careful for nothing; but 
in everything by prayer and sup- 
plication with 
your requests be made known unto 
God.” Note that prayer is one 
thing and that thanksgiving, is a 
separate thing. With this as a 
key thought, go through the Scrip- 
ture and you will find that often 
the Scripture speaks of prayer and 
supplication, prayer and confession, 
prayer and thanksgiving. Thus the 
heart of prayer is to ask something 
from God. Everything else is an 
incidental which is not essentially 
a part of prayer. Asking is prayer, 
and prayer is asking. 

So when God invites us to pray 
He invites us to ask of Him. 


II. Bible Prayers Were Asking 


Consider the Lord’s Prayer, the

model prayer, which Jesus gave 
us in Matthew 6: 9-13. The Saviour 
commanded us: “After this manner 
therefore pray ye: Our Father 
which art in heaven...” And then 
follows a series of requests as 
follows: 

1. “Hallowed be thy name,” that 
is: may I and others speak rev- 
erently of Thee and not take Thy 
name in vain. It is a request. 

2. “Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” This is a prayer for the 
second coming, a request that 
Jesus may come quickly, and that 
He soon will reign on the earth 
and put down all of His enemies. It 
is the prayer that John the be- 
loved prayed by divine inspiration 
in Revelation 22: 20: “Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus.,”’ 

3. “Give us this day our daily 
bread.” 

4. “And forgive us our debts, ag 
we forgive our debtors.” 
o. “And lead us not into tempta- 

tion.” | 

6. “But deliver us from evil.” 


And then follows a very simple 
}argument as to why our heavenly 
Father can give us these things 
and should do it: “For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen,” 

The Lord’s Prayer is petition, all 
the way. We are plainly command- 
ed to pray like this daily. When 
the Bible speaks of prayer it al- 
Ways means asking. 

Throughout the gospels Jesus 
gave examples of prayer. He said 
prayer is like a man knocking at 
a door and saying, “Friend, lend 
me three loaves.” It is like a widow 
before a judge, saying, “Avenge me 
of mine adversary.” It is like a son 
asking bread or a fish or an egg 
of a father. According to Jesus, 
prayer is a very simple business; 
and anybody who can ask for 
things can pray. 

The actual cases of prayer men- 
tioned in the New Testament are 
likewise very simple examples of 
this. People really asked for what 
they wanted, the people prayed in 
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“our Father Kuoweth” 


Mother sat crying with her face -— 
buried in her hands. Sobs of grief 
brought her little girl to her side, 
“Mamma, why do you cry so?” 

“Oh, little one, you do not under- 
stand. Daddy is dead, and now we 
have no one left.” 

A moment’s pause, and the child- 


‘fish voice was heard again. “Mam- 
‘ma,—is God dead too?” 


On one occasion a voice from 
Heaven was heard. Some said it 
thundered, others said an angel 
spake. But Jesus said it was the 
voice of His Father. Was it only 
the voice of a little child that 
spoke to mother? Oh, no, it was 
the voice of the everlasting Father 
speaking through childish lips, re- 
minding mother that the Almigh- 
ty God was not dead. There was 
“Someone” left. 

Oh, ye troubled, dow neast, over- 
burdened ones,—mothers, fathers, 


-doctors, nurses, missionaries, pas- 


tors, mission workers, when no 


one seems to care, when no one 
~ knows the tension of the heart,

The Marys and 
the Marthas, the Peters and the 
Johns—all so different in. charac- 
ter, yet all needing the very bles- 
sing that our Father who knows us 
all can give.

that fateful day when our first 
parents chose to disobey a loving 
God, and criminally followed their 
own desires, men have been chil- 
dren of wrath. This takes us all 
in (Rom, 3:23). 


But the sinful, sorrowful con- 
dition of the world is just the 
background for God’s “‘love story.” 
The story goes on to say that 
God seeing the need of lost man- 
kind, did something about it. In the 
fullness of time He sent His own 
dear Son to take the sinner’s 
penalty (John 3:17; I Pet.

6:19, 20)...wholly... right- 
fully. The rest of what we have 
to say in this series just won't 
make sense until this is under- 
stood. 

Let’s be absolutely honest. What 
was your actual condition before 
you met Christ? The Scriptures 
soberly declare that unsaved 
people are without: merit of any 
kind, lost, condemned, hopeless, 
dead in trespasses and sins, bound 
for eternal perdition (John 3:18; 
Eph. 2:1; John 3:36). Not an en- 
couraging picture, is it? Yet dread- 
fully true. 

Then one wonderful day you 
came to—know the Lord Jesus 
Christ as. your personal Saviour. 
He loved you and washed away 
your sin in His own precious blood. 
From His heavenly treasure house 
He freely gave you new hope, 
new ambitions, new relationships, 
new purposes, new power, new 
companions, new everything. In 
your heart of hearts He bestowed 
peace. On your lips He placed a 
new song. Life for you was alto- 
gether changed...when you met 
Christ. 

Now does it seem unreasonable 
to .you that after this marvelous 
miracle has taken place you should 
rightly belong to the One who 
saved you at the cost of His own 
life? Well believe me, what I am 
telling you is the number -one 
principle of the New Testament. 
In fact, the whole Christian life 
is built on this foundation (Rom. 
6:13). We belong to Christ... all 
of us...body, soul, spirit. And 
what is more wonderful ...He be- 
longs to us. . 

So,...from now on, we do 
things together, Christ and _ I, 
Christ and you. Our’ lives are to 
be guided by His peerless wisdom, 
lived by His matchless power. All 
the questions, problems, decisions 
of life are to be settled together. 

Furthermore, the motives, 
drives, forces which govern unsav- 
ed people just don’t apply to us. 
We simply don’t live on mere hu- 
man plane anymore. We're chil- 
dren of God, and should live-that 
way. This applies to love, court- 
Ship and marriage, too. 


Life Now Has a Purpose 


Here’s a_ startling, thrilling 
truth. God has a plan for your 
life. Yes, the God of eternity, the 
same One who brought this vast 
unmeasured universe into exist- 
ence has a purpose for your life. 
His plan is a complete one, fool- 
proof, detailed, definite and one 
of guaranteed success. 

We’re certainly not able to plan. 
We can't even predict what’s go- 
ing to happen twenty-four hours 
from now. Our outlook is hopeless- 
ly limited, and our power of plan- 
ning tragically inadequate. Very 
few people can even plan a day

successfully, not to mention plan- 
ning a life. 

But our God is able. He fully 
knows the end from the beginning 
(Col. 2:3). He sees all, knows 
everything, Nor can anything take 
place in His world until He ap- 
proves. But more than that; God’s 
plan for us is of the highest. He 
seeks our true success. Because 
we are Christians by faith in His 
Son, He wants that we should be 
a credit to our name...and His. 

You see, we’re here for a pur- 
pose. Life has a reason to it. It’s 
a race to be run, and a victory to 
be won (II Tim. 4:7). So it’s folly 
of the grossest sort to miss God’s 
plan. For the Christian it spells 
bitter defeat, utter frustration. 
Consequently we must desire God’s 
plan earnestly with every beat of 
our heart. 

Everything in life then must be 
judged by whether or not it con- 


5 


tributes to God’s Plan. Our friends, 
our ambitions, our pleasures, our 
love, Our companionship must be 
judged on this basis. Nothing is 
to be tolerated which detracts. 
But don’t look so sad. God’s plan 
is good...it’s: the last word in 
wisdom ...it’s the quintessence of 
success. It includes your love life, 
too, - 


All right then, how can we know 
God’s plan? The only answer we 
can give to that is....to those 
who really want it, God will both 
reveal His plan, and work it out 
completely (Jude 24). But be 
assured of this, God’s plan will 
be wholly in accord with the prin- 
ciples revealed in His Word, the 
Bible. So life and all that’s in it, 
including love, is to be measured 
by the principles of Scripture (Ps. 
119:105).

The fact is 
that He has no other possible way 
of saving anybody. If sin must be 
glossed over, in order that the 
sinner may be saved, he will be 
forever lost. God refuses to com- 
promise His own character for the 
sake of anyone, much as He yearns 
to have all men to be saved. 


It was this that stirred the soul 
of Luther, and brought new light 
and help after long, weary months 
of groping in the darkness, trying 
in vain to save himself in con- 
formity to the demands of blind

leaders of the blind. As he was 
reading the Latin Psalter, he came 
across David's prayer, “Save me 
in thy righteousness.” Luther ex- 
claimed, “What does this mean? 
I can understand how God can 
damn me in His righteousnes, but 
if He would save me it must 
surely be in H® mercy!” The 
more he meditated on it, the more 
the wonder grew. But little by 
little the truth dawned upon his 
troubled soul that God Himself 
had devised a righteous method 
whereby He could justify un- 
righteous sinners who came to 
Him in repentance and received 
His word in faith. 

Isaiah stresses this great and 
glorious truth throughout his mar- 
vellous Old Testament unfolding 
of the gospel plan. In unsparing 
severity, the prophet portrays 
man’s utterly lost and absolutely 
hopeless condition, apart from 
divine grace. ‘“The whole head is 
sick, and the whole heart faint. 


From the sole of the foot even 


unto the head there is no sound- 


ness in it; but wounds and bruises 


and putrifying sores: they have 
not been closed, neither bound up, 
neither’ mollified with ointment” 
(Isa. 1:5, 6). It is surely a revolt- 
ing picture, but nevertheless it is 
true of the unsaved man as God 
sees him. Sin is a vile disease that 
has fastened upon the very vitals 
of its victim. None can free him- 
self from its pollution, or deliver 
himself from its power. 


A Sure Remedy 


But God has a remedy. He says, 
“Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lorp: though your 
“sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as 
wool” (v. 18). It is God Himself 
who can thus purge the leper from 
all his uncleanness, and justify the 
ungodly from all his guilt. And 
He does it, not at the expense of 
righteousness, but in a perfectly 
righteous way.

So it is Isaiah who, .above all 
other prophetic writers, sets forth 
the work of the cross. He looks on 
by the eye of faith to Calvary, 
and there he sees the Holy Suffer- 
er dying for sins not His own. He 
exclaims, “‘He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: The chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; 
and with his stripes we are healed. 
All we like sheep have’ gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lorp 
(Jehovah) hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all” (Isa. 53:5, 6). 

Have you ever thoughtfully con- 
Sidered these remarkable state- 
ments? If not, I beg you to ponder 
over them now: It was Jesus that 
the Spirit of God brought before 
the mind of Isaiah. He would have 
you gaze upon Him, too. Take 
each clause separately and weigh 


| its wondrous meaning: 


“He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions.” Make it personal! Put 
yourself and your own sins in 
there. Read it as though it said, 
“He was wounded for my trans- 
gressions.”’ Do not get lost in the 
crowd. If there had never been 
another sinner in all the world. 
Jesus would have gone to the cross 
for. you! Oh, believe it and enter 
into peace! 

“He was bruised for our iniqui- 
ties.”” Make it personal! Think 
What your ungodliness and your 
self-will cost Him. He took the 
blows that should have fallen upon 
you. He stepped in between you 
and God, as the rod of justice was 
about to fall. It bruised Him in 
your stead. Again, I plead, make 
it personal! Cry out in faith, “He 
was bruised for my iniquities.” 

Now go farther: “The. chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him.” 
All that was necessary to make 
peace with God, He endured. “He 
made peace through the blood of 
his cross.’ Change the “our” to 
“my.” “He made my peace.” 


He bore on the tree 
The sentence for me, 
And now both the surety 
And sinner are free. 


Now note the last clause of this 
glorious verse, “With his stripes we 
are healed.” Do you see it? Can 
you set to your seal that God is 
true, and cry exultingly, ‘Yes, .I 
a poor sinner, I a lost, ruined 
soul, I who so richly deserved 
judgment, I am healed by His 
stripes’’?

sinner. Now in perfect righteous- 
ness God can offer a complete 
pardon and justification to all who 
trust His risen Son. 

Thus “the work of righteous- 
ness shall be peace; and the ef- 
fect of righteousness quietness and 
assurance forever.” The troubled 
conscience can now be at rest. God 
is satisfied with what His Son 
has done. On that basis He can 
freely forgive the vilest sinner who 
turns in repentance to the Christ 
of the cross. 


The trembling sinner feareth 
That God can ne’er forget; 
But one full payment cleareth 

His mem’ry of all debt; 
Returning sons He kisses, 

And with His robe invests; 
His perfect love dismisses 

All terror from our breasts. 


He says to every believing soul, 
“T have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions,. and, as 
a cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for I have redeemed thee” (Isa: 
44:22). And again, “I, even I, am 


he that blotteth out thy transgres- | 


sions for mine own sake, and will 
not remember thy sins” (Isa. 43: 
25). You may never be able to 
forget the years of wandering, the 
many sins of which you have been 
cuilty. But that which gives peace 
is the knowledge that God will 


never recall them again. He has 
blotted them from the book of 
His remembrance, and He has

Christ’s bodily resurrection is 
the divine token that all has been 
dealt with to -God’s satisfaction.

He could 
not be there if our sins were still 
upon Him.

It is this that gives quietness 
and assurance forever. When I 
know that my sins have been dealt 
with in such a way that God's 
righteousness remains untarnish- 
ed, even as He folds me to His 
bosom, a justified believer, I have 
perfect peace. 1 know Him now 
as “a just God and Saviour” (Isa. 
45:21). He says, “I will bring 
near my righteousness; it shall not 
be far off, and my salvation shal] 
not tarry” (Isa.

III. Hypocrisy in So-called

a well-planned, pious speech, or 
sermonette. It includes praise, 
adoration, thanksgiving, and the- 
ology. It is addressed more to. the 
people than to God in most cases, 
I fear. Its aim, I suppose, is to 
create a reverent_atmosphere, to 
comfort the people, and edify 
them. But the aim of the so-called 
“morning prayer” is rarely really 
to get things from God! It does not 
ask, and it does not receive. It 
is not real prayer. 


Dear Pastor, test your public 
prayer by this measurement.

a pastor say, ‘I’ve just had a glori- 
ous and definite answer to my 
‘morning prayer’ of last Sunday.” 
No, no, the average Sunday “morn- 
ing prayer’ was not intended. to 
be answered. It was not asking 
anything. Really, it was not pray- 
er. It was a professional part of a 
formal service. 


Sometimes in the address there 
are some elements of real prayer, 
and this is not meant to be a 
wholesale criticism of my dear 
brethren in the ministry, But how 
sad God must be over our perver- 
sion of the doctrine of prayer, and 


of our failure to ask anything of’ 


God. 


In revival services it is my joy 
to have many ministers of the gos- 
pel attend. They are the best men 
in the world, and I want.their love 
and sympathy and help and pray- 
ers more than I want the love and 
sympathy and help and prayers of 
any other group in the world. 


But as a result of long and sad 
experience, I have grown accus- 
tomed to leading the prayer myself 
‘when we come to a serious crisis 
in a revival service and there is 
desperate need for God to work. 


How many, many times when 
we have come to the close of an 
earnest revival sermon, and when 
sinners have held their hands ask- 
ing that Christians pray for them 
that they may surrender to Christ 
and trust Him for salvation, I 
have asked some minister to lead 
in prayer, and had not a prayer, 
but a sermon or exhortation. I 
have asked Dr. Blank to lead us 
in prayer that these earnest and 
convicted sinnerggmay this moment 
trust Christ and be saved. Instead 
he has addressed God and then 
talked around the world, thanking 
God for Jesus Christ, thanking 
God for the gospel and the Bible, 
thanking God for our free country, 
thanking God for the sermon, -and 
for Christian fellowship, and then 
has come to the close of his so- 
called prayer, without ever once 
earnestly begging God to save 
these sinners who sit in the con- 
gregation before him, and who are 
already convicted and wanting to 
be saved! I am not exaggerating 
when I say that again and again 
I have had this heartbreaking 
thing happen. 

People ordinarily, at least -in 
their public “prayers,” do very 
little praying. They sometimes 
praise God and sometimes exhort 
the people, and sometimes, per- 
haps, simply go through a form of 
beautiful eloquent words without 
any special heart-feeling or crying 
out to God for anything definite. 
I say this is generally true. 


I say this is pretty generally true 
about public prayer. Of course, 
I cannot say about private prayer 
except about my own. Too often I 
find that in my own secret prayers 
I have a tendency to be indefinite 
and follow a form, and to say the 
words which are customary, in- 
stead of really beseeching God for 
definite things. I think that pro- 
bably in private prayer people are 
not so tempted to make a showing 
before men, and probably secret 
prayers tend to be more sincere. 


I am not saying that exhortation 
to the people is wrong. I think it 
is often blessedly used of God. I 
am not saying that public praise is 
wrong. I know that public praise 
is many times commanded and cer- 
tainly ought to be used to glorify 
God. But these things ought not to 
take the place of prayer. And they 
ought not to be called prayer, 
Prayer is asking. If it is not ask- 
ing, it is not prayer in the Bible 
sense. 

Oh, beloved reader, I beg you in 
Jesus’ name that when you come 
to pray, you ask things of God! 
Bring your wants and wishes be- 
fore God, and make definite re- 
quests, and expect definite bless- 
ings! God is rich with blessings 
that He longs to give, and He but 
waits for us to ask, that He may 
give. : 


When my oldest daughter was 
three years old, she taught me a 
shocking lesson. In our prayer at 
the table I found that she waited 
until I drew near the end of my 
prayer and then she began to say, 
“Amen!”

God. And my three-year-old baby 
girl, who was hungry, and glad 


prayer. She knew just what came 
next because I had said the same 
thing so many times! 

My spiritual face was certainly 
red! I found with shame that I 
had drifted into a kind of formal- 
ism in my thanks at the table. 
I was a Pharisee, a hypocrite. Of 
course, I was a very well-meaning 
hypocrite, as all Pharisees are, but 
nevertheless there was a funda- 
mental insincerity in following a 
certain form and using pious 
terms which had more or less lost 
their meaning. Shame, shame on us 
that when we pretend to pray we 
usually do not really ask anything 
from God! 

This means, of course, that much 
that we call prayer is not prayer 
at all. And all over the world 
our foolish pretense of praying, 
when we do not ask anything 
and do not get anything, 
has encouraged unbelief, has 
cast doubt upon God and the 
Bible, and millions do not know 
that there is a God Who is ready 
and willing to marvelously answer 
prayer. Millions do not really be- 
lieve that prayer changes things. 
To millions, prayer is no more 
than a quiet meditation, which 
may do subjective good to the one 
who prays, like good exercise, a 
form of self-discipline, but which 
does not; they think, receive any 
objective results from God. 


Prayer is asking. The Lord Jesus 
said that “every one that asketh 
receiveth.” James said by divine 
inspiration, “Ye have not, because 
ye ask not.” 


Under any other definition of 
prayer, there might be some place 
for form and ceremony, but not 
since prayer-is asking. Since pray- 
er is really asking something from 
God, then it must come from the 
heart. 


No wonder that in Isaiah 44: 3 
the Lord says, “I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty.” Real 


heart. 

Mark 11: 24 says, “What things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and 
ye shall have them.” 


Heart’s desire is back of honest 
prayer. It is all right to pray a- 
loud. It is all right to pray in a 
whisper. But since prayer really 
comes from the desire of the heart, 
it may overleap the _ incidental 
matters of words and sentences. 
The heart cry may be manifested 
in tears, or in groans, or in quiet 
expectant faith. But real prayer, 
prayer that asks something from 
God, must come from the heart. 


fake kind of “praying” that is not 
the honest petition of the heart. 


Long ago my father was a 
country preacher. Once when he 
held services in a certain church, 
a dear brother prayed long and 
eloquently. He said, “Lord, come 
down and meet with us today in 
this church house. Lord, come right 
down through the roof right now; 
I'll pay for the shingles!” Either 
that was a very figurative way of 
expressing what his heart desired, 
or it was not prayer at all. 


Too much of our prayers are 
like the. incantation of a witch- 
doctor or the rites of some mod- 
ern cult. That is, they may have 
rhythm, or eloquence, or beauty 
and aesthetic form; but they are 
not genuine prayers when they do 
not ask for things. The modern 
tendency to have pipe organ music 
during prayer is because we are 
not really praying at all. We say 


are seeking some form of aesthetic 
beauty, some appeal to the senses.

Missionary course. As far back as 
1920, a course in first aid was 
offered, in the missions course. 
This course required one term to 
complete, including lectures on 
missionary sanitation, prevention 
and treatment of disease, the use 
of drugs and the treatment of 
ordinary wounds on the mission 
field. From this small beginning 
has grown the Biola School of 
Missionary Medicine. It was estab- 
lished in 1945 and its graduates 
are now on the field serving the 
Lord, medically, as well as spirit- 
ually. The class of 1955 has 22 
students enrolled. 

Three basic courses are offered. 
The vocational nursing program, 
which is accredited by California 
State Board of Vocational Nursing, 
is a one-year course. There are 
1,000 hours .of actual hospital 
training in co-operation with three 
large Los Angeles hospitals. This 
is coupled with 700 hours of class- 
room and laboratory work. 

The missionary dental program 
is also approved by the State of 
California Board of Dental Exam- 
iners. The course is offered in one 
semester with practical training 
in missionary dentistry.’ 

The third course, in dispensary 
and laboratory science, gives a 
good basic training in laboratory 
analysis and clinical practice. 

These courses are all tuition 
free and are offered to graduates 
of colleges or Bible schools. These 
missionary medicine courses are 
all in addition to the regular Bible 
school work offered by Biola. A 
free catalog may be had by writ- 
ing to the Biola School of Mis- 
sionary Medicine, Bible Institute 
of Los Angeles, 558 South Hope 
Street, Los Angeles 17, California.

Are Sermon Contests Right? 


All of us agree that one who 
preaches thé Gospel ought to 


preach ffom ‘holy motives... One) 


who preaches for love of money 


| or for fame would have the wrong 
But I assure you that 


motive. 
sermons preached from such 
motives are not likely to win 
many souls to Christ, and sermons 
preached from such motives are 
not likely to win any prizes in 
the Sword of the Lord Evangelist- 
ic Sermon Contest! 


On the other hand, we should 
remember “The labourer is worthy 
of his hire,” as the Scripture 
plainly says in Luke 10:7. Again 
the Scripture says, “They which 
preach the gospel should live cf 
the gospel” (I Cor. 9:14). It is 
just as right to pay~ people for 
a written sermon as it is right 
to pay a pastor a salary, or to 
give a love offering to an evan- 
gelist. 

Please remember several factors 
Which the Sword of the Lord 
bears in mind in giving’ cash 
awards for good sermons. 

First, those who write the best 
sermons actually earn the awards. 
The sermons are worth the money. 
The men who write the sermons 
ought to be provided for out of 
the preaching of the Gospel. 


Second, there is no element of 
chance, no gambling in the con- 
test. No one puts up any money. 
Every person who studies and 
prays and prepares a sermon gets 
a blessing from his study of the 
Word and gets help for future 
preaching. Then in the most care- 
ful way, the sermons are weighed 
on their merits and the sermon 
contest is simply following the 
Bible rule that “They that sow 
in.tears shall reap in joy” (Ps. 
126:5) and ‘‘Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap’ 
(Gal. 6:7). 

Third, it seems clear that the 
contest arouses enthusiasm, at- 
tracts the attention of strong and 
godly men, and thus tends to fur- 
nish higher grade sermons for 
publication and to stimulate a 
better kind of preaching by 
preachers everywhere. 

Fourth, God has _ obviously, 
manifestly blessed this sermon con- 
test idea as we have conducted it. 
So we hope to have other such 


contests in the future, with even 


larger awards for great preaching 
of the Gospel to bless the hearts of 
SWORD OF THE LorD readers.

see death, That shall deliver his 
soul from the power of Sheol?” 
(Ps. 89:48, A.S.V.) 


The great Samuel Johnson, fa- 
ther of the English Dictionary, 
said near the end of his life at 75: 

“I struggle hard for life. I take 
physic and take air ..-. But who 
can run the race with death?” 


', (Italics his). 


No one can Keep you from dying. 
I tell you again, ‘“There is no man 
that hath power over the spirit to 
retain the spirit; neither hath he 
power in the day of death.” No 
physician, no philosopher, no one, 
can retain your spirit in your body 
“in the day of death.” Wealth can- 
not buy it off. “Riches profit not in 
the day of wrath: but righteous- 
ness [not riches] delivereth from 
death” (Prov. 11:4). 


@ueen Elizabeth I cried out “in 
the day of death,’ “Millions of 
money for an inch of time.’ But 
she died right there and then. Ni- 
nus, the great Assyrian monarch, 
had “an ocean of gold,” but his 
biographer makes him say posthu- 
mously: “I am gone to hell, and 
when I went thither I neither car- 
ried gold, nor horse, nor silver 
chariot. I that wore a mitre am 
now a little heap of dust.” Re- 
member these words of Scripture, 
“None can keep alive his own 
soul” (Ps. 22:29). 


4. Another Bible fact about 
death is that it may come to you 
SOONER THAN YOU THINK. 
The Lord Jesus Christ Himself is 
authority for that fact. He told of 
a very prosperous “rich man’”’ who 
planned to retire early from busi- 
ness, thinking he had yet “many 


~ "| years” to “take it easy, eat, drink,

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and be merry.” But he never lived 
to carry out his plan, The very 


“night” of the day in which he 


made his plan, he died. God called 
him a “fool’ (Luke 12:16-20). And 
if you are cocksure that you will 
not meet the “King of terrors,” 
death, sooner than you think, YOU 
ARE A FOOL. I clearly recall 
reading of a man who boasted that 
he felt well and had years ahead 
of him. He had scarcely uttered 
the words than he turned around 
and died on the spot. 


Do you know that Raymond 
Eastman, the advertising man who 
wrote the much quoted article, 
“Ten Seconds to Live,”’ to get peo- 
ple to take out life insurance, him- 
self died recently in-a motor car 
accident? And he was only twen- 
ty-nine. Death came sooner than 
he thought. 


o. Death is the port and place 
of NO RETURN. The Bible says 
that when you die, you are “as 
water spilt on the ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again’ 
(II Sam. 14:14). You may enter 
the realm of the sick, and return 
from it. You may depart for other 
shores and lands, and return home 
again. But when you enter the 


realm of the dead, you have | 


reached the place of no return. 
The sure Word of God says, “He 
that goeth down to Sheol shall 
come. up no more. He shall return 
no more to his house” (Job 7:9, 
10, A.S.V.). King David said of one 
who died, ‘I shall go to him, but 
he shall not return to me” (II 
Sam. 12:23). Hamlet knew that, 
and spoke of ‘the undiscovered 
country from whose bourn No 
traveler returns’ (Shakespeare). 


“A fox once came upon a cave, 
into which he saw many foxes had 
entered, the sand being full of 
footprints. He was about to pass 
in when his cunning eye detected 
that all the footprints pointed one 
way. All were turned inwards, and 
there were none leading out of the 
cave. We have come to a great 
cave—the grave—and its entrance 
is marked by many footprints. All 
lead in, and none out.’ James 
Boswell, writing of Samuel John- 


|son, called death ‘‘that doom, from 


which the most exalting powers af- 
ford no: exemption to man.” 


6. The Bible calls death ‘the 
KING OF TERRORS” (Job 18: 
14). The German saint and schol- 
ar, Franz Delitzsch, called the 
words “and he died . .. and he 
died . . . and he died” of Genesis 
5, “the dread monotony.” King 
Agag, fearing to meet the “King 
of terrors,” said, “Surely the bit- 
terness of death is. past” (I Sam. 
15:32). Death is a bitter pill, and 
you will have to take it. And 
though it may be “sugar coated,” 
the sugar will soon come off, and 
death in all its “bitterness” will be 
your portion, if you meet it out of 
Christ. Samuel Johnson, of whom 
I have already spoken, though a 
believer, gave an unconscious in- 
terpretation of Job 18:14 in_ the 
last days of his life. He wrote ina 
letter, preserved by his biograph- 
er, “My nights are very sleepless 
and very tedious. And yet I am 
extremely afraid of dying ...T 
have a very great terror of death.” 
Boswell adds, “Death had always 
been to him an object of terror,’ 
In a footnote to Bunyan’s Pil- 
grinvs Progress Part II, a man 
says, “To human nature, unassist- 
ed by grace, death, the awful pun- 
ishment of sin, is “THE KING OF 
TERRORS.’ Bitter indeed, and in- 
supportably painful, are the 
thoughts of death to men who 
have ‘their portion in this life,’ and 
who are at ease in their posses- 
sions.’”’ You may not think so now: 
you will know it when you find 
yourself in the realm of the un- 
saved dead. 


II. Why Death Is the King 
of Terrors 


1. At the death of your body, 
your spirit will go to God and to 
His hand of power. ‘““Then shall the 
dust return to the earth as it was: 
and the spirit shall return unto 
God who gave it” (Eccles. 12:7). 
And that for you, O Christ-reject- 
ing soul, will be a “fearful thing.” 
For “it is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God” 
(Heb. 10:31). The Lord Jesus 
Christ is authority for that “fear- 
ful” truth. He told, for all to read, 
the story of a man who had gone 
unprepared to the underworld of 
spirits. He drew aside the veil 
from that place. He spoke of it in 
words that are utterly unpalatable 


to this age and to many preachers 


of this age. He called “hell” the 
“place of torment,’ and spoke of 
the torments of Hell four times. in 
that factual story (Luke 16:23, 24, 
2), 28). And from that place of 
torment you will wish to flee. 


The Bible says of one who has 
thus fallen into the hand of God, 


“he would fain flee out. of his | 


hand” (Job 27:22). 
That old-time preacher,” 


thing”’: 


“The. damned sinner, seeing the 
wrath of God break in upon him, 


would fain flee out of His Hand, ° ‘ 


but he cannot: the gates of hell 
are locked and barred, and the 
great gulf fixed, and it will be in 
vain to call for the shelter of the 
rocks and mountains. Those who 
will not be persuaded now to fly 
to the arms of Divine grace, which 
are stretched out to receive them, 
will not be able to flee from the 
arms of Divine wrath, which will 
shor tly be stretched out to destroy 
them.” 


O unsaved soul, prepare now for 
that journey to God your spirit 
must take. A king once had a 
jester who served him faithfully 
‘many years. One day the king 
called the jester into his presence 
and told him that he would not 
rneed him any longer. The king 
gave his jester a golden wand, and 
told him that whenever he met up 
with a “greater fool” than himself 
he should give him the golden 
wand. Years passed, and the jes- 
ter heard that the king, his old 
master, was very ill. He called to 
see him, and was ushered into the 


sick king’s room, The king told his — 


old Court-Fool that he was 
about to take a long journey, and 
would not return. The Court-Fool 
asked the king what preparations 
he had made for his journey. The 
king answered, ‘‘None at all.’’ The 
Court-Fool produced the golden 
wand and said, “Take this, your 
Majesty: you are a ‘greater fool’ 
than I.” 


2. Death is the KING OF TER- 
RORS because after death is the 


judgment. “It is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 


judgment” (Heb. 9:27). It was the —

that made Hamlet a coward, and 


afraid to end his life here. It was 


the fear of “judgment to come” 
that “terrified” the Roman gov- 
ernor, Felix. “And as he [Paul] 
reasoned of righteousness, and 
self-control, and the judgment to 
come, Felix was terrified’ (Acts 
94:25, A.S.V.). The man who was 
Happy (his name means Happy) 
one moment was the next “terri- 
fied” at the thought of judgment 
ta come.” The Bible states that 
Christians will ‘‘have boldness. in 
the day of judgment,” but that 
sinners will have “torment” (I 
John 4:17, 18). Which will you 
have? 

3 Death is the KING OF TER- 
RORS because after the death of 
your body, YOUR SOUL will be 
taken to the place for which it is 
prepared. The Lord Jesus Christ 
said to sinners, “Whither I go, ye 
cannot come... for if ye believe 
not that I am he, ye shall die in 
your sins’ (John 8:21, 24). He 
said that, and He is “the truth” 
(John 14:6). Now the Lord Jesus 
Christ is in Heaven, and you can- 
not go there in your sins, whether 
you believe that or not. Richard 
Baxter says of sinners, “To Hell 
they will go, and yet will not be- 
lieve that they are going thither.” 
And he tells you that you will 
have yourself to blame and not 
God. ‘When so ugly a monster as 
sin is within us, and so heavy a 
thing as punishment is on us, and 
so dreadful a thing as Hell is be- 
fore us, one would think it should 
be an easy question, who is in the 
fault, whether God or man be the 
principal or culpable cause?” 

The Lord Jesus revealed that

after the death of your body your 
soul will be taken away by others. 
He tells us that God said to the 
unprepared rich man, “Thou fool, 
this night do they require thy 
soul” (Luke 12:20 Marg. & Gk.) 
John Bunyan says in his book. 
Sighs From Hell: “This night, 
they, that is, the devils—will fetch 
away thy soul from thee ... for 
when ungodly men and women die, 
there is that to come after death 
that will be very terrible to them 
—namely, to be carried by the an- 
gels of darkness from their death- 
beds to hell.” The testimonies of 
some sinners on their deathbeds 
would lead one to believe this! The 
good Adam Clarke says of our 
Lord’s words in Luke 12:20, “How 
awful was this saying.” , 

4. Death is the KING OF TER- 
RORS because after death YOU 
WILL HAVE TO GIVE AN “AC- 
COUNT” to God of your life here. 
In fact, “Every one of us shall 
give account of himself to God” 
(Rom. 14:12). Sinners “shall give 
account to him that is ready to 
judge the quick and the dead” (I 
Pet. 4:5). “For God shall bring 
every work into judgment, with 
every secret thing, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil’ 
(Eccles. 12:14). “We must all 
appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad” (II 
Cor. 5:10). Paul so realized the 
solemnity of that truth that he 
added the words, “Knowing there- 
fore the terror of the Lord, we 
persuade men” (II Cor. 5:11). 


You will get a rude awakening 
after the death of your body. Your 
eyes will be openéd then, but too 
late. That old-fashioned preacher, 
Richard Baxter, said of “uncon- 
verted carnal men,” “O but when 
death hath once opened their eyes, 
and they see what is on the other 
side of the wall, even in another 
world, then what would they give 
to be where they were!” 


And John Bunyan, another old- 


godly are so fast asleep, and se- 
cure in their sins that they scarce 
know well where they are till they 
come into Hell, and that I gather 
from these words: ‘In Hell he lift 
up his eyes.’ He was asleep before, 
but Hell made him lift up his 
eyes.” The thought of that so 
stirred the soul of Bunyan that he 
cried out, “OO my friends! did you 
but know what a miserable con- 
dition they are in that go out of 
this world without an interest in 
the Son of God, it would make you 
smite upon your thigh and in the 
bitterness of your souls cry out, 
‘Men and brethren, what must we 
do to be saved’... O, friend! if 
thou dost not in these days of light 
remember the days of darkness 
(the days of death, Hell, and 
judgment) thou shalt be made in 
the days of darkness, death, Hell, 
and at the judgment too, to re- 
member the days of the Gospel, 
and how thou didst disregard them 
too, to thine own destruction and 
everlasting misery.” 

That is the way John Bunyan 
talked to sinners in his day. It is 
because few will talk to you that 
way now that I have given you his 
words from his little known book, 
Sighs From Hell. 


5. Death is the KING OF TER- 
RORS to the sinner because, AF’- 
TER THE DEATH OF THE 
BODY, THERE IS THE “SEC- 
OND DEATH” to be faced and en- 
dured—the death of the soul, that 
separation from God and Heaven 
and all that is holy and good and 
joyful. That “death” will “hurt” 
you as nothing else ever has (Rev. 
2:11). The Lord Jesus Christ 
warns you to “fear him which is 
able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell” (Matt. 10:28). And after 
the death of your body, you will go 
there unless your name is written 
down in the “book of life.” God’s 


sure Word says, “And whosoever 
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day it is heard over 40 stations. 
The Fellowship also helps to sup- 
port 56 missionaries working in 
20 different countries.

Ill. The King of Kings 


But you need have no fear of 
“the king of terrors” if you accept 
the KING OF KINGS, Jesus 
Christ, as your Saviour and Lord. 
I am going to tell you why. He 
IS the “King of kings,” and the 
Bible tells us that twice for our 
everlasting encouragement and 
consolation (Rev. 17:14 and Rev. 
19:16). 


1. He became Man and died on 
the cross to deliver you from the 
“fear of death” and all its subse- 
quent terrors. “Forasmuch then as 
the children are partakers of flesh 
and blood, he also himself likewise 
took part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of ‘death, 
that is, the devil; And deliver 
them who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage” (Heb. 2:14, 35). 

England’s’ greatest evangelical 
poet, William Cowper, said, “Death 
is always formidable to me except 
when I see him disarmed of his 
sting by having sheathed it in the 
body of Jesus Christ.” Another 
saved sinner said, “Christ went 
down into death’s dark dominions, 
fought him upon his own ground, 
tore his crown from off his head, 
broke his scepter to shivers, and 
with the triumph of a Conquering 
God He said, ‘O Death! I will be 
thy plagues. O grave! I will be thy 
destruction.’ ”’ And He did that for 
you, O unsaved soul, that you 
might have no more fear, for “fear 
hath torment” (I John 4:18), and 
He came and died to deliver you 
from that. Praise His name! 


2. The Lord Jesus Christ con- 
quered death and its’ terrors 
through His resurrection. “He 
arose a Victor from the dark do- 
main.”’ He will make that victory 
yours so that you may Say, 
“Thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 15:57). “The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ has 
robbed death of its terrors for the 
believer.” Hear the deathless 
words of the KING OF KINGS to 
His servant John, “Fear not; I 
am the first and the last, and the 
Living One; and I became dead, 
and behold, I am alive for ever- 
more, and I have-the keys of death 
and of Hades” (Rev. 1:17, 18). 
Dr. F. B. Meyer of London said, 
after a very severe illness, ‘‘When 
not a great while ago I went 
down near the gates of death, I 
found death to be a myth.” The 
KING OF KINGS was with him, 
and he had no fears of the “king 
of terrors.” 


{ 3. The Lord Jesus Christ com- 
mands His people and His friends 
not to fear death. “And I say unto 
you my friends, Be not afraid of 
them that kill the body, and after 
that have no more that they can 
do” (Luke 12:4). “A very earnest 
preacher of the Gospel was im- 
prisoned in Spain. He expected to 
be executed. There were com- 
munists in that prison with him. 
They were desperate and wrote 
curses on the wall against their 
captors. The preacher wrote on the 
wall, “Fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul:

which is able to destroy both soul 
‘and body in hell.” Underneath he 
wrote, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.”” That 
attracted attention. The preach- 
er had the joy. of leading one of 
the prisoners to Christ. He was.a 
schoolmaster. One day this school- 
master said to the preacher, ‘My 
name is on the list today to be 
shot; I am glad you wrote that 
text on the wall. Before,-I should 
have been desperate, but now I 
know that I am going to be with 
my Lord.’ He died without fear.” 

4. The Lord Jesus Christ has 
made death to the Christian, to 
the saved sinner, a wharf from 
which he unmoors to sail from 
this life to Heaven. The great 
Apostle Paul called death his “un- 
snooring.” That is exactly what 
he meant when he said, “The 
time of my departure is at hand” 
(II Tim. 4:6). He used a word 
that means.an “unmooring,” a 
‘Joosening” of ropes that hold a 
ship to a pier, a letting it loose for 
sailing away, a putting out to sea 
for another port, and that port 
‘for him and the saved sinner is 
Heaven! It is a verbal form of the 
same word in Philippians 1:23, 
where he tells us that he has a 
“desire to depart,’ to loose the 


‘moorings and sail away to Christ 


and to Heaven. That, O reader 
of this sermon, is what Christ, 
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the KING OF KINGS, has done 
with death for those who have 
taken Him and put their trust in 
‘Him. Glory to God! A preacher 
I know has put it.this way: death 
is like saying— 


Cast off! Cast off! 
Unmoor the ship, the cables stow 
aboard, 
We move! We're off! My destiny’s 
abroad. 
—C. J. Boppell. 


5. Death to the saved sinner is his 
Exodus. All that the “Exodus” was 
meant to be to the Hebrews, death 
is to the Christian. It. is the 
Apostle Peter who gives you that 
truth and that name for death, 
When he approached the “king of 
terrors,” he showed that he had 
sheltered himself in the KING OF 
KINGS. He said that he was soon 
to “put off this tabernacle,” his 
temporary body, and to exchange 
it for something more permanent 
—a home in Heaven, and then he 
called death his “decease” (II Pet. 
1:15). And the original word there 
is “exodus,” a. going out. It was 
his Freedom, his Liberty, his Re- 
lease, his departure to another 
and better world: and _ he 
was entirely unafraid. The hymn 
writer has expressed it perfectly 
in the words, 


The consecrated Cross Ill bear 
Till death shall set me free. 


Sir Walter Raleigh went to his 
unjust sentence of death unafraid. 
He knew that his soul would go on 
after the death of his body, so 
he wrote in his great poem, THE 
SOUL’S ERRAND: 


“Yet stab at thee who will, 
No stab the Soul can kill.” 


And then he called his death, 
“MY PILGRIMAGE,” and showed 
how. “quiet his soul was in view 
of it, because his trust was in the 
sacrificial blood of the. Lord Jesus 
Christ: he said, 


Blood must be my body’s balmer’; 
No other balm will there be given, 
Whilst my soul, like quiet palmer, 
Travelleth toward the land of 
Heaven. : : 


About the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, now more than a 
hundred years ago, Sir John 
Franklin of England and his fel- 
low explorers perished far up in 
the Polar Regions. An _ expedi- 
tion brought back a number of 
relics. Among them was a leaf of 
a famous book by Dr. John Todd, 
THE STUDENT’S’ MANUAL, I 
have this book. The leaf contained 
this Dialogue: 

“Are you afraid to die?” 

“No.” 

“Why does the uncertainty of 
another state give you no con- 
cern?” 

“Because God has said to me, 

‘Fear not.’ ”’ 
From the way the: leat was turn- 
ed down, it is believed the dying 
explorer faced death, the “king of 
terrors,’ unafraid because he be- 
leved the Word of God. “This 
leaf is preserved in the Museum 
of Greenwich Hospital, among the 
relics of Sir John Franklin.” 

Some years ago two young mis- 
sionaries, John and Betty Stam, 
were martyred in China. They had 
a premonition that they would be 
put to death by Satan’s agents. 
Perhaps a pistol shot, perhaps a 
sword, “perhaps a dagger thrust, 
would end their lives. They did 
not know. John-Stam wrote a 
letter home in which he revealed 
that he “knew -the dangers of his 
work, but did not fear them.” He 
enclosed this poem, saying that it 
“exactly expressed his feelings.” 
I want you, O unsaved soul, to 
read this poem, that you may 
know how a saved soul can face 
the ‘king of terrors,” because he 
has his trust in the “KING OF 
KINGS,” The Lord Jesus Christ. 


Afraid? Of what? 

Afraid to see the Saviour’s face? 

To pass from pain to perfect 
grace?

reader, why you need not fear 
death, the “king of terrors,” is 
that if you put your trust in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the “KING 
OF KINGS,” and accept Him as 
your Saviour, trusting in His aton- 
ing Blood to cover your sins, you 
will “never die.” He said so: “And 
whosoever liveth and believeth in 
me shall never die” (John 11:26). 
You will never die spiritually; you 
will never die ‘‘the second death.” 
You will have eternal life now and 
always. And even if the body 
should die, your spiritual life, your 
eternal life, will go on, for “there 
is not any intermission or inter- 
ruption of its life, as there is of 
the life of the body” (Matthew 
Henry). 

The Lord has even changed the 
name of the death of the body 
for the believer. He and His New 
Testament writers have called it 
“sleep.”’ “In that mystery of death, 
in which the pagan saw only 
nothingness, Jesus saw continued 
life, rest, waking—the elements 
which enter into sleep. And thus, 
in Christian speech and thought, 
as the doctrine of the resurrection 
struck its roots deeper, the word 
dead, with its hopeless finatity, 
gave place to the more gracious 
and hopeful word sleep. The pagan 
burying place carried in its name 
no suggestion of hope or comfort. 
It was a burying place, a hiding 
place, a monumentum, a mere 
memorial of something gone; a 
columbarium, or dovecot, with its 
little pigeonholes for  cinerary 
urns; but the Christian thought 
of death as sleep, brought with 
it into Christian speech the kind- 
red thought of a chamber of rest, 
and embodied it in the cemetery— 
a place to lie down to sleep.’ So 
for the Christian, the name and 
the nature of death is changed— 
the ‘‘king of terrors” gone, and 
the “KING OF KINGS” is in com- 
mand. 

O my unsaved friend, you need 
not fear to meet the “king of ter- 
rors’’-—the death of the body and 
the death of your soul; you may 
have the “KING OF KINGS,” the 
Lord Jesus Christ, aS your own 
personal Saviour. God wants to be 
“gracious” unto you as He was 
to Job of old time, and say, “De- 


liver him’ from going down to the} 


pit: I have found a ransom” (Job 


33:24). And that “ransom” io whe ee 


Lord Jesus Christ, as the Bible 
says, “For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; Who 
gave himself a ransom for all’ (I 
Tim. 2:5, 6). And the Lord Jesus 
testified that He came “to give 
his life a ransom-for many’. (Mark 
10:45). Will you not think over 
these things I have told you in this 
sermon? Will you not consider 
that you must meet one of these 
two “kings,” and you must choose 
which of the two you will meet— 
the “king of terrors” in Hell and 
jJudgment,. or the “KING OF 
KINGS” in mercy and salvation. 
Jeremy Taylor in his famous book, 
Holy Living and Holy Dying, ad- 
monishes you to 

“Meditate on four things: 

1, The certainty of death; 

2. The terrors of the day of 
judgment; ° 

3. The joys of Heaven; 

4. The pains of Hell; 
eternity of both.” 

I want to close this sermon with 
a story that fully illustrates my 
two main texts, “THE KING OF 
TERRORS”... (Job 18:14), and 
“THE KING OF KINGS” (Rev. 
19:16). The American evangelist, 
D. L. Moody, I believe it was, got 
this story during one of his London 
evangelistie,meetings many years 
ago. Dr..R! A. Torrey also told it. 

There was a French nobleman 
who was unable to sleep night 
after night. He heard that there 
was a celebrated -pathologist in 
London named Dr. Forbes Win- 
slow. With letters of introduction, 
one from Napoleon III, the Em- 
peror of France, he called on this 
doctor. He represented his letters, 


and the 
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and Dr. Forbes Winslow said, 
“What is your trouble?” 

The French nobleman said, “I 
cannot sleep; I have not had a 
good night’s sleep for two years, 
and unless something is done for 
me,;I shall go insane.’ 

' The doctor tried to draw him 
out by asking certain questions: 

“Why can’t you sleep?” 

The young man said, “‘I’d rather 
not tell you.” iota 

The doctor asked, “Have you 
lost money?”’ 


“No.” 

“Have you lost friends?” 

“No.” 

“Have you lost in honor or 
reputation?” 

“No.”’ 


“Why can’t you sleep?” 

The nobleman would not tell. 
Dr. Winslow told him that if he 
did not tell him, he could not help 
him. Then the man felt he sheuld 
reveal the cause of his sleepless- 
ness, and told the doctor that 
night after night he was confront- 
ed and troubled with the question, 
“Eternity, and where shall I spend

Dr. Winslow said to him, “You 
have come to the wrong doctor. 
I cannot help you.”

Dr. Winslow took down a 
Bible, and read these words of 
Isaiah 53:5, 6: “But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord

He said, ‘“‘All night that question |} 


hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.”’ And Dr. Winslow became 
the physician of the soul. First, 
the young man scorned the name 
of Jesus and the Bible. But his 
better judgment prevailed, and as 
the doctor told of the saving 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
man saw his need of a Saviour, | 
and accepted Christ, and went 
home in rest and peace of mind, 
and to sleep at night. He no longer 
feared the ‘king of terrors” be- 
cause he had accepted the “KING 
OF KINGS,” the Lord Jesus 
Christ, “WHO HATH ABOLISH- 
ED DEATH, AND HATH 
BROUGHT LIFE AND IMMOR- 
TALITY TO LIGHT THROUGH 
THE GOSPEL” (II Tim. 1:10).
